He  was  not  known  for 
his  scholastic  achievements,  but, 
rather,  was  outstandingly  suc- 
cessful in  cricket,  football  and 
track. 

After  a year  in  business  to  sat- 
isfy his  father,  he  joined  a tour- 
ing Shakespearean  company  and 
began  his  career  in  show  busi- 
ness. 

DURING  WORLD  WAR  I, 

which  interrupted  his  theatrical 
career,  he  received  the  Military 
Cross  for  his  success  in  the  early 
days  of  daylight  patrolling. 

Early  success  in  London  in 
1919-20  brought  him  to  the 
United  States  and  led  to  his  en- 
trance into  the  motion  picture 
field.  He  has  made  nearly  100 
movies. 

MR.  RATHBONE  has  also  ap- 
peared with  major  symphony  or- 
chestras as  narrator  in  such 
works  as  Henegger’s  “King 
I David,”  also  a feature  of  the 
BYU  Fine  Arts  Festival,  and

His  recordings  have  been  most  successful,  par- 
ticularly his  “Peter  and  the  Wolf,”  conducted  by 
Leopold  Stokowski,  “Stories  and  Poems  of  Edgar

The  BYU  golf  and  tennis 
teams  managed  to  chase  visiting 
Montana  State  out  of  their  Provo 
lair  yesterday  as  they  both  up- 
ended the  Grizzlies  by  scores  of 
10-8  and  4-3,  respectively. 

What  Coach  Dave  Crowton 
termed  a “real  battle”  left  the 
Cat  linksters  with  a 2-1  record 
when  Gil  Torres  downed  Ray 
Maidment  of  Montana,  2V2-V2; 
Paul  Boyack,  making  a last  ditch 
stand  against  the  onslaught  of 
Tip  Jim  Bryngelson,  birdied  on 
the  last  hole  to  win  2-1  and  Kent 
Vernon,  also  birdieing  on  the 
last  hole,  topped  MSU’s  Jack 
Marcure,  3-0.  Grizzly  Jim  Wail- 
inder  salvaged  part  of  the  skins 
by  dropping  Cat  Clark  Whitlock, 
3-0. 

In  the  first  foursome,  Torres 
and  Boyack  took  two  of  the 
three  points  for  best  ball  but 
Walinger  and  Marcure  retaliated 
by  grabbing  2%  of  3 points  in 
the  second  foursome. 

Texan  Torres  was  medalist  for 
the  afternoon  over  the  par  72 
course  with  a low  73.  The  Alpine 
course  is  a real  “tough  72,”  re- 
marked Coach  Crowton.  Paul 
Boyack  and  Kent  Vernon  were 
one  stroke  behind  with  74  each. 


The  Tips  nearly  reversed 
things  after  an  18-0  loss  to  Utah 
on  Wednesday.
